NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 11th December, 2000 


G.S.R. 912 (E). —In exercise of the powers conferred by Sub-Section (1) of Section 124, read wifli sub-section (I) 
of Section 132 of the Major Ports Trust Act, 1963 (38 of 1963), the Central Government hereby approve the Kandla Port 
Employees (Retirement) Amendment Regulation, 2000 as made by the Board of Trustees for the Porrof Kandla and set 
out in the schedule annexed to this notification. 

SCHEDULE 

In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 28 of the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963 (38 cf 1963), the Board of 
trustees of the Port of Kandla, with the approval of the Central Government, hereby makes the fotowing regulations — 

1. Short title and commencment: 

(a) These regulations may be called the Kandla Port Employees 5 (Retirement) Amendment Regulations, 2000 

(b) The shall come into force from 31-01-2001 afternoon. 

2 . Amendment: 

(a) Regulation 3(l)(e) of the Kandla Port Employees’ (Retirement) Regulations, 1978shall be revived and 
reincorporated as under: 

kt (e) ‘workman' means an employee of one of the Categories shown in Annexure-Ao these regulations”. 

(b) Sub-Regulation (l)(f) and (g) of Regulation 3 shall be revived and reincorporated assuch. 

(c) For Sub-Regulation (a) of Regulation 4, the following shall be substituted, namely 

“(a) Except as otherwise provided in these regulations, every employee of the Boarohall retire from service 
on the afternoon of the last day of the month in which he/she attains the age f 58 years”. 

(d) Sub-Regulation (b), (c) and (d) of Regulation 4 shall be revived and reincorporatedas under: 

“(b) An employee who is a workman and who entered the Board’s service befoi 11th April, 1974. shall 
retire from service on the afternoon of the last day of the month in whioihe attains the age of 60 
years. 

(c) An employee in Class-IV service or post, who was in the service of the Boar before 11th April, 1974, 
shall retire from service on the afternoon of the last day of the month in whic he/she attains the age of 

60 years. 

(d) An employee to whom sub-regulation 4(a) applies but who is not a Head da Department, may be 
granted extension of service after he/she attains the age of fifty-eight years vth the sanction of the 
Chairman if such extension is in the public interest and the grounds therefor aicecorded in writing In 
the case of a Head of Department, the power to grant such extension of servicrhall be exercisable by 
the Central Government after consultation with the Chairman. No extension u:er this sub-regulation 
shall be granted beyond the age of 60 years except in very special circumstanc”. 

Explanation: 

A person appointed to a Class-IV post before 11th April, 1974, on his appointent after 11th April, 

1974 to another Class-IV post or to any category of post included in the list of vkmen at Annexure 
“A”, shall retire at the age of 60 years. If he/she is appointed to a Class-JU categ which is not one 
of the categories m the list of workmen at Annexure “A”, he/she shall retue at t . age of 58 ^cars. 
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(e) Note (v) below Regulation 4(h) shall be revived and reiacorporated as under: 

“(v) The date on which an employee attains the age of fifty eight years or sixty years, as the case may be, 
shall be determined with reference to the date of birth declared by the employee at the time of his 
appointment and accepted by the appropriate authority on production as far as possible of confirmatory 
documentary evidence such as matriculation certificate or extracts from the birth register. The date of 
birth so declared by an employee and accepted by the appropriate authority shall not be subject to any 
alteration after the preparation of his service book and in any event after the completion of probation 
period or declaration of quasi-permanency, whichever is earlier. An alteration in the date of birth of 
an employee can be made at a later stage only with the specific sanction of the Chairman in the case 
of a Class-I or Class-11 employee, and of the Head of a Department in the case of a Class-111 or Class- 
IV employee, if it is established that a bona fide clerical mistake had been committed in recording the 
date of birth in the service book' 5 

(f) Note (vi) of regulation 4(h) shall be revived and reincorporated as under; 

V ‘(vi) An employee whose date of birth is the first of a month shall retire from service on the afternoon of 
the last day of the preceding month on attaining the age of fifty-eight or sixty years, as the case may 
be”. 

(g) Sub-Regulations (e), (f), (g) and (h) of Regulation 4 shall be revived and reincorporated as such
